Mather, 
Supt. Roy V. 
Ellise said it was very fitting that he 
preach the closing sermon to the class 
as he came here about the time that 
they entered high school and had been 
a friend and counsellor to them dur­ 
ing his ministry here. 
Mr. Mather said that his text might 
be considered 
unique 
upon a 
first 
reading, but in its proper setting 
it 
was 
understandable. 
“Behold 
my 
hand” were the words of Christ as he 
neared the end of his earthly life. The 
text is to be found in the gospel 
of 
St. Luke. 
Mr. Mather said in part: 
“Every life is marked off by certain 
milestones. 
You young people have 
reached 
a 
milestone, 
Christ 
had 
reached a milestone in His life. 
You 
have completed a course of study and 
are 
commencing 
another mile, He 
had completed His ministry. 
What 
did He mean when He said, ‘Behold 
my hand’? 
“Much of the Bible is to be 
ex­ 
plained in 
oriental 
meanings 
and 
therefore many words are symbols. 
This 
symbolism 
has two especially 
significant terms. One of these, ‘heart' 
stands for moral character. The oth- 
~ er, ‘hand’, usually means conduct of 
X^jfe^or eygry day aation. Christ was 
« her« saying to the world, ‘Behold my 
conduct throughout life’. 
“It is normal for 
man 
to desire 
success and greatness. 
Every human 
heart craves to reach the top in some­ 
thing. 
Nations 
look 
to 
men 
who 
have 
succeeded. 
Ancient 
Greece 
pointed with price to an Alexander, 
old Rome to a Julius Caesar, ancient 
Asia to a Tamerlane, France to 
a 
Charlemagne, Germany to Frederick, 
England to a Gladstone and America 
to a Lincoln. 
It is natural for peo­ 
ple to desire greatness. 
You young 
people want to succeed. 
“But what shall be your standaid 
of greatness? 
How can you at the 
commencement milestone find a true 
estimate 
of 
success? 
There 
are 
many ways 
of 
measuring it. 
The 
child’s conception is one of bigness. 
This expresses 
itself 
in the vulgar 
worship 
of 
wealth 
and title. 
Big 
things 
catch 
the child’s eye. 
Then 
there is the barbarian standard of 
brute power. 
Even 
today * there is 
some of this in our 
civilized world. 
We give more of our applause 
to 
Babe Ruth than to the thinker 
who 
runs our country. 
There is also the 
Greek estimate of success, that 
of 
bringing out the inner man, of de­ 
veloping the aesthetic nature to 
a 
high degree. 
This too lacks some­ 
thing. 
“Lastly, there is the Christian esti­ 
mate. Charist said, ‘Behold my hand, 
my life work’. What did his life con­ 
tain? 
My young friends, it contain­ 
ed years of self-development.

when the new Frisco station, combin­ 
ing passenger and freight offices, 
is 
opened. 
As the mammoth gateways 
of ancient cities wer^ decorated 
to 
attract the stranger and his caravan, 
so the railway station of today must 
express to the traveller the hospital­ 
ity of the people who live in the mod­ 
ern city. 
The 
new 
Frisco station, 
which, with its platforms takes 
up 
about three city blocks, does all 
of 
that 
and 
something more. 
It be­ 
speaks service, 
beauty 
and dignity. 
One hates to think that the cheery red 
mat and face brick exterior trimmed 
in white stone will be begrimed with 
train smoke. 
For the past three weeks, the Ger- 
hardt Construvtion Co., of Cape Gir- 
auleau, the station 
builders, 
have 
had 34 members at wTork continuous­ 
ly. The contract was let some months 
ago. One of the firm members show­ 
ed a Standard representative through 
the new strucutre and as we express­ 
ed our pleasure over it, he 
seemed 
justly proud of his company’s work. 
The interior of the building, w’hich 
measures about 84 feet, is wainscot­ 
ed with mat brick about 5 
feet 
up 
from 
the 
floor, which 
is concrete. 
Above the red wainscoting is plaster 
of a cream color. 
Oak staining fin­ 
ishes the wood work. A tile roof and 
steam heat add 
the 
last touch 
in 
modernity. 
The floor plans include two waiting 
rooms, one 27x37 the other 18x34. Be­ 
tween these is the ticket and freight 
office 
measuring 
about 14x39. 
On 
the southern end next to the smaller 
waiting room, are the baggage and 
freight rooms. 
These 
are 
floored 
with end-cut wood blocks. The freight 
room measures 20x60 and has four 
wide 
entrances 
to 
the 
rear drive 
where haulers may easily approach. 
The baggage room measure 16x26. 
The chat platform which extends 
from Prosperity Street to Ruth Street 
is curbed with red brick and has safe­ 
ty line of concrete. 
Altogether the 
new' station

very presentable 
part of a big railway system. 
Altho’ the opening program has not 
been planned, the exact date not

GENERAL MILES DIED 
SUDDENLY 
ON 
FRIDAY 


Washington, 
May 
15.—General 
Nelson A.- Miles, 
famous 
American 
soldier, dropped dead here today. 
Death 
occurred 
while 
General 
Miles was attending a circus perform­ 
ance. He had appearently been in the 
best of health. 
Mrs. Coolidge 
was also attending 
the performance. 
Lieut-Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, 
bril­ 
liant Indian fighter and one of 
the 
most picturesque and 
distinguished 
leaders in American military history, 
was one of the “hoy generals” of the 
Civil War. 
At the age of 25 he had 
risen from the rank of first lieuten­ 
ant of volunteers to that of Major- 
General, and was commanding an en­ 
tire army division of 25,000 men. 
General Miles, who at the peak of 
his military career was Commanding 
General of the army, was one of the 
few high ranking officers of the reg­ 
ular establishment to attain his posi­ 
tion without West Point training, and 
also enjoyed the distinction of being 
among the still smaller group to be 
honored with the rank of Lieutenant- 
General. 
From a clerical position in a Bos­ 
ton business house, he entered 
the 
army at the age of 22; participated in 
more than 30 of the severest engage­ 
ments of 
the 
Civil War; was four 
times at the 
point 
of <jcath 
from 
wounds, and emerged from the great 
struggle the possessor of man envi­ 
able citations for bravery and 
dis­ 
tinguished 
service. 
Continuing 
in 
the army, he fought and pursued In­ 
dians on the Great Plains for more 
than 20 years; led the army of occu­ 
pation in Porto Kico during the Span- 
ish-American War, and although long 
retired when the United States enter­ 
ed the World War, he was ready and 
eager to participate once again in the 
service to which his llife had been de­ 
voted.

Grain Manipulation and Politics 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine, 
we are told in Washington dispatches, 


is determined to go to the bottom of 


the artificial manipulation of 
grain 
prices. 
He has 
been 
in conference 
with officials of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, telling them very plainly that 
drastic laws against the board itself 
would be enacted unless it put a curb 
on the orgy of speculation that 
has 
been going on there. 
He informed 
the board 
officials 
that they either 
must clean house themselves or else 
submit to a house cleaning by 
the 
national government. 
There can be no doubt that Secre­ 
tary Jardine has adopted the 
right 
method of preventing wild and reck­ 
less manipulation of the prices 
of 
foodstuff's and other necessities 
of 
life. 
The various exchanges or trade 
boards in which such speculation 
is 
carried on must be held responsible 
for the transactions they permit. It 
is up to such bodies to see that there 
are no violations of federal or state 
laws as well as no breaches 
of their 
own rules and regulations. 
Punish­ 
ment of the guilty individuals 
will 
be no corrective unless others 
are 
prevented from committing the same 
or similar offenses. 
Secretary Jardine willl be support­ 
ed in his efforts to make it impossible 
for the big grain gamblers to levy 
recurring tribute of millions of dol­ 
lars upon producers, legitimate deal­ 
ers, millers 
or consumers. 
But, 
in 
this connection, it will not be clearly 
understood why the Department 
of 
Agriculture has assumed such a sud­ 
den interest in the matter. 
Nor will

Every one know» what a blanket is. 
but how many kuow that it got its 
name from Thomas Blanket, a famous 
clothier, who made blankets In Eng 
land about the yeur 1840? 
And did you know that shawls first 
were made for floor coverings? 
ShIh 
Is the Sanskrit word for floor, and that 
Is where we get the name shawl. 
Bandanna is Jrom the Indian word 
bandanna, meaning to hind or tie. You 
see, the cloth Is tied Into knots when 
dipped into the dye, and this is what 
fives the clouded effect seen in the 
original bandanna handkerchief. 
Foulard was originally made for 
handkerchiefs only, and the name Is 
French for “silk handkerchiefs.” 
We have all heard the masculine ex­ 
pression “to go down Into his Jeans”

"Jeans’1 has a still closer connection 
with money. 
It Is the name for a 
Genoese coin, and In selling cloth, It 
was customary to say, “80 much for 
one Jean.” That is how the name came 
to be applied to the familiar coarse 
woolen fabric used for men’s clothing. 
Morale, or mummy, a plain weave of 
flaxen or linen yarn, was originally the 
winding sheet or shroud of Egyptian 
mummifled dead. 
Tweed, that familiar, rough, unfin­ 
ished fabric of cotton and wool, usual­ 
ly made of yarns of two or more 
shades, Is so called because it was 
originally the product of weavers on 
the banks of the river Tweed In Scot­ 
land.

Chenille is used sometimes for 
dress goods, hut more generally for 
curtains and table throws.

CONGRESS ACTS TO 
AID W A R VETERANS 


Strenuous efforts by American Le­ 
gion rehabilitation and legislative com 
mitteo representatives obtained the 
passage in the closing days of the con­ 
gress session of a $10.000,000 approprl 
atlon for new hospital construction and 
of the Johnson bill amending the World 
war veterans’ act of 1924 in the In­ 
terest of the disabled 
The hospital appropriation make« 
provision for 3,000 additional beds. 
The Johnson bill includes a number of 
features improving rehabilitation ad­ 
ministration. It also carries provisions 
benefiting some 5,00o disabled men 
who have heretofore been denied com­ 
pensation because of the so-called will­ 
ful misconduct provisions of the Reed- 
Johnson bill. 
These bills were caught with many 
others in a legislative jam as the ses­ 
sion approached its close. Only quick 
action by the Legion succeeded In sav­ 
ing them. 
Legiou insistence resulted 
in the passage of the Johnson bill by 
the house, which was in no mood to 
accept senate amendments emasculat­ 
ing the provisions of the hill as sent to 
that body and was disposed to abandon 
the measure. 
Among the beneficial features of the 
Johnson bill which were stricken out 
were provisions for a Veterans’ Bu­ 
reau medical corps, added benefits for 
tuberculosis 
beneficiaries, 
reinstate­ 
ment benefits on insurance for the dis­ 
abled and extension beyond June 30, 
1926. of the time limit for training non- 
feaslide veterans. 
This action of the 
senate shows. Legion officials declare, 
that it is essential that a special vet­ 
erans’ committee be created in the up­ 
per body to handle all World war vet­ 
erans' legislation, as was done in the 
house in 1924. 
Provision for hospital construction 
Is also declared by Legion rehabilita­ 
tion ofiicials to be inadequate. 
The 
funner high water mark of 33,000 vet­ 
erans to' the World war hospitalized 
by the Veterans’ Bureuu is expected to 
be surpassed in the very near future. 
The number has been growing recently 
at th** rate of approximately 500 ad­ 
missions a week. 
In view of these conditions, rehabill- 
ation officials of the Legion recom­ 
mended a hospital construction appro­ 
priation of $15,000,000, calling for 6,000 
additional beds. 
There is already a 
serious shortage of proper beds for 
tuberculosis 
and 
neuro-psychlatric 
ases. according to reports from almost 
every district.

Are Controlled 


upon viability of seed depends the 
stand and hence the yield. 


Artificial Division of Colony 
Will Check Impulse Until 
Nectar Flows. 


It la the desire of every beekeeper 
to keep his bees from swarming, since 
It Is the strong colony that Is the 
profitable honey gatherer. 
No plan 
has ever beeu devised 
to prevent 
swarming altogether, but artificial di­ 
vision of the colony will check the im­ 
pulse until after the heavy flow of 
nectar. 
What is known as "shock" 
swarming Is possibly the best method 
yet devised for keeping the bees to­ 
gether In one strong colony for gath­ 
ering surplus honey. 
Chang# Quartsrs. 
At the first indication of swarming, 
which may be known by their lying 
out in front of the hive and general 
restlessness, as well as by the pres­ 
ence of sealed queen cells, prepara­ 
tions should be made for changing 
their quarters, writes H. F. Grlndstead 
in the Farm and Ranch. Fill an empty 
hive with frames of comb foundation, 
remove the hive containing the bees 
from its stand and put the empty hive 
In Its place. 
Now take out the frames 
of bees one by one, and brush the bees 
off on a board at the entrance to the 
empty 
hive. 
The bees with 
their 
queen will enter the new hive with the 
comb foundation and Immediately set 
to work just as a new swarm would 
do, except that you have all the bees 
instead of having them divided into 
two colonies. They will have lost all 
desire for swarming, and will devote 
their energies toward storing surplus | 
honey*at a time when it is most abun­ 
dant. The bees that are out in the 
field will likewise return to their old 
stand and enter the new hive along 
with the others. There will be young 
bees in the comb, and also some honey. 
It will he worth while to save the 
young bees, which can be done by set­ 
ting aside the hive until they hatch, 
then emptying them also in front of 
the colony. All of them will hatch in 
lees than 21 days. 
The honey can 
be eaved later or a part of it can be 
cut out at the time. Also a few of 
the better combs, the ones that do not 
contain queen cells, may be trans­ 
ferred to the new hive along with the 
bees. 
No inclination to Swarm. 
Bees handled in this way will have 
little inclination to swarm if room is 
given them by adding a super us soon 
as they need it. Of course, if the de­ 
sire Is to increase the number of colo­ 
nies, a part of the bees would be left 
on the combs. In either Instance, the 
beekeeper eliminates the uncertain­ 
ty of losing a swarm. 


Interesting Information 
About Value of Manure 
The valu*- of manure depends upon 
many things—the percentage of straw 
uud moisture, the treutment It has 
received, the length of time held, the 
kind of crops it is 'to be used upon 
and how It is applied. 
But In a gen­ 
eral way, the Maryland station has ar­ 
rived at the conclusion that a ton of 
manure 
for 
field 
crops 
is 
w’orth 
uround $5.28 and for truck crops $8.65. 
The conclusions were arrived at after 
twenty-one years of tests. 
They discovered other interesting In­ 
formation about manure. 
Light ap­ 
plications usually give larger returns 
from a ton of manure than do heavy 
applications. Where the supply of ma­ 
nure Is limited it is better practice to 
make several light applications than 
a few heavy ones. Munure hauled di­ 
rectly to the field and spread gave bet­ 
ter results than where hauled out and 
allowed to rot In piles. 
Manure ap­ 
plied to soil that has been limed, gave 
larger returns than on unlimed land. 
The addition of phosphorus also In­ 
creased the efficiency of manure.

WHITE HOUSE HAS COST 
US $8,000,000 
SO 
FAR 
How Andersen Got His Business 
On a Nearly Cash Basis 


Eight 
million 
dollars 
the White 
House has cost us, so far, including 
cost of the building and outlays for 
care, repairs, and occasional refurn­ 
ishing, for, as we are told, the White 
House “has had to be refurnished by 
every President who has occupied it”. 
This, according to an article by Hom­ 
er Kingsley in Trade Winds, is “be­ 
cause of the great wear that is giv­ 
en to^the carpets, hangings, linen and 
other necessities, by the 
public 
re­ 
ceptions, diplomatic 
functions 
and 
the daily sightseers that pass through 
the rooms by the hundreds”. Mean­ 
while, furnishings are always becom­ 
ing obsolete and “the new mistresses 
of the White House have ordered new 
decorations 
to harmonize 
with the 
new furniture:” So Mr. Kingsley tells 
us: 
A decade followed decade, it is not 
to be wondered at that large sums 
have been appropriated for the White 
House. 
The nation’s 
eyes 
are con­ 
stantly fixed upon it; is is the Mec­ 
ca for many pilgrimages to the real 
seat of the National Government. It 
is right and proper that the 
chief 
house of the 
nation 
appear to the 
best advantage. And altho the sums 
spent appear large 
as 
totals, 
the 
White House has not always looked 
as well as it should any more 
than 
some 
of 
the 
embassies in foreign 
lands. 
A republic is notably lax in 
such matters. 
The first appropriation made 
by 
Congress for the^ White House was 
included in a general appropriation 
of $200,000 for the construction 
of 
public buildings, at the site of the 
new national capital called the 
city 
of Washington, whose site had been 
selected by the first President, George 
Washington. Part of the sum was to 
be used for the construction and fur­ 
nishing of an adequate residence for 
the nation’s chief magistrate. 
This 
appropriation 
was 
not made until 
some time in 1796, altho the site for 
the future capital of the country had 
been selected as early as 1790. 
This early White House was 
far 
from being a pretentious affair. Nor 
were the grounds at all what 
they 
have since become, in spite of 
the 
fact that a great deal of money 
was 
spent on them 
from year to year. 
The grounds, like the residence, had 
to have much work spent on them. 
An interesting and 
rare old volume 
kept in the Treasury Department en­ 
titled: 
“Statement of the Appropri­ 
ations and Expenditures from 
the 
National Treasury for Public and Pri­ 
vate Purposes ,from July 16, 1790 to 
June 30, 1876”, gives repairs for the 
grounds for that early period to the 
amount of $552,021.32. 
Then 
there 
is still another item, “Improvement 
of grounds”, $269,071.27, 
making 
a 
total of 
$821,092.59. 
This included 
the sum of $4420 spent in 1861 
for 
the bringing of Potomac water over 
to the grounds for irrigation 
pur­ 
poses. This was considered a rem ark­ 
able improvement at that time. 
As Mr. Kingsley reminds us: 
In 1814 the British visited 
Wash­ 
ington and burned nearly all the gov­ 
ernment 
buildings, 
including 
the 
White House, from which 
President 
Madison had fled only a few hours 
previous to their arrival. The fire Old 
not whollly destroy the mansion, but 
left it in such a state that it 
was 
deemed wise 
to 
practically 
recon­ 
struct it from cellar to attic. Some of 
the walls were found to be in 
good 
shape and thus it was rebuilt virtu­ 
ally according to the 
original plans, 
in fact the architect of the first build­ 
ing was in charge of the rebuilding. 
The 
rebuilding 
required 
several 
years. 
In 1820 the 
commissioners 
made a report in which they stated 
they had expended $246,490 on 
the 
new building, and that it was far 
from complete, as it was not possible 
to furnish the inside. 
The report of 
the commissioners showed the follow­ 
ing expenditures on the White House: 
From the beginning to January 1, 
1820: 
Erecting the President’s 
House ................................ $333,207.04 
Repairing the President’s 
House ................................ 246,490.00 


T N that part of hia talk before the Retailers Association from

strictly cash? 
Shall we sell for thirty days? 
Shall we remain open 
after six o’clock in the summer?* and other suggestions. 
Here is 
the result: 
Thirty per cent voted strictly cash; seventy per cent 
voted thirty days, and ninety-eight per cent voted to close our store 
at six o’clock. 
This was in May of this year, and up to date not 
a person has found fault with the change. 
If they do say anything, 
we simply tell them the people wanted it and it should have what 
they want. 
We had, for these many years, carried people for six 
months to a year, but now we are getting almost cash, and see how 
easy it is.” 
In the next article Mr. Andersen tells how he got business, even 
though he is surrounded by cities and bigger towns—the very thing 
all merchants want to know.

There were protesst even then,

These bills did not “set” very well 
with some of the members of Con­ 
gress and when other appropriations 
were asked for, either for refurnish­ 
ing or improvements, they were sub­ 
ject to bitter attacks.

as that of the Caesars, and as richly 
adorned as the proudest Asiatic man­ 
sion ?” 
This attack was called forth largely 
by the fact that the then President 
Martin Van Buren had requested that 
the Executive Mansion be almost com­ 
pletely refurnished. 
A total of $88,- 
728.58 was expended on the 
White 
House during his Administration. The 
speech, however, was largely instru­ 
mental in defeating him for re-elec­ 
tion.

Many parts 
of the White House will in the future 
need extensive repairs. Some of these 
cannot long be delayed. 
It is a mat­ 
ter of gratification that the American 
publlic has come to appreciate some

favor of adequate housing for public 
servants.—Literary Digest.

Common Fabrics; How 
They Get Their Names 
Every one knows what m blanket is. 
but how many know that it got Its 
name from Thomas Blanket, a famous 
clothier, who made blankets In Eng 
land about the year 1840? 
And did you know that shawls first 
were nmde for floor coverings? 
Sain 
Is the Sanskrit word for floor, and that 
is where we get the name shawl. 
Bandanna is Jrom the Indian word 
bandanna, meaning to hind or tie. You 
tee, the cloth Is tied into knots when 
dipped into the dye, and this is what 
(Ives the clouded effect seen in the 
original bandanna handkerchief. 
Foulard was originally made for 
handkerchiefs only, and the name is 
French for “silk handkerchiefs.” 
We have all heard the masculine ex­ 
pression "to go down into his Jeans” 
when what is meant is that he pro­ 
duce« the 
money. 
Now, 
the word 
“Jeansi’ has a still closer connection 
with money. 
It le the name for s 
Genoese coin, and In selling cloth, It 
waa customary to say, “So much for 
one jean.” That is how the name came 
to be applied to the familiar coarse 
woolen fabric used for men’s clothing. 
Morale, or mummy, a plain weave of 
flaxen or linen yarn, was originally the 
winding sheet or shroud of Egyptian 
mummified dead. 
Tweed, that familiar, rough, unfin­ 
ished fabric of cotton and wool, usual­ 
ly made of yarns of two or more 
shades. Is so called because it was 
originally the product of weavers on 
the banks of the river Tweed In Scot­ 
land.

Strenuous efforts by American Le­ 
gion rehabilitation and legislative com­ 
mittee representatives obtained the 
passage in the closing days of the con­ 
gress session of a $10.090,000 appropri­ 
ation for new hospital construction and 
of the Johnson bill amending the World 
war veterans' act of 1924 in the In­ 
terest of the disabled 
The hosidtal appropriation makes 
provision for 2M)00 additional beds. 
The Johnson bill Includes a number of 
features improving rehsbllitation ad­ 
ministration. It also carries provisions 
benefiting some 5,0W» disabled men 
who have heretofore been denied com- 
peusHtion because of the so-called will­ 
ful misconduct provisions of the Reed- 
Johnson hill. 
These bills were caught with many 
others in a legislative Jam us the ses­ 
sion approached Its close 
Only quick 
action by the Legion succeeded in sav­ 
ing them. 
Legion insistence resulted 
in the passage of the Johnson hill hy 
the house, which was in no mood to 
uccept senate amendments emasculat­ 
ing the provisions of the hill a s sent to 
that body and wiis disposed to abandon 
the measure. 
Among the beneficial features of the 
Johnson hill which were stricken out 
were provisions for a Veteruns’ Bu­ 
reau medical corps, added benefits for 
tuberculosis 
beneficiaries, 
reinstate­ 
ment benefits on insurance for the dis­ 
abled and extension beyond June 30, 
1026. of the time limit for training non- 
feasible veterans. 
This action of the 
senate shows. Legion officials declare, 
that It Is essential that a special vet­ 
erans' committee be ereuted in the up­ 
per body to handle all World war vet­ 
erans' legislation, as was done in the 
house In 1024. 
Provision for hospital construction 
Is also declared by Legion rehabilita­ 
tion officials to be inadequate. 
The 
former high water murk of 33.000 vet­ 
erans of the World war hospitalised 
by the Veterans’ Bureau is exacted to 
he surpassed in the very near future. 
The number has been growing recently 
at the rate of approximately 500 ad­ 
missions a week. 
Ln view of these conditions, rehabili­ 
tation officials of the Legion recom­ 
mended a h o s p ita l construction appro­ 
priation of $15,000,069, culling for 6,000 
additional beds. 
There is already a 
serious shortage of proper beds for 
tuberculosis 
and 
neuro-psychiatric 
cases, according to reports from almost 
every district.

ln the Farm aad Ranch. Fill an empty 
hive with frames of comb foundation, 
remove the hive containing the bees 
from its stand and put the empty hive 
in Its place. 
Now take out the frames 
of beea one by one, and brush the bees 
off on a board at the entrance to the 
empty hive. 
The bees with 
their 
queen will enter the new hive with the 
comb foundation and Immediately set 
to work juat as a new swarm would 
do, except that you have all the bees 
Instead of having them divided Into 
two colonies. They will have lost all 
deelre for swarming, and will devote 
their energies toward storing surplus 
honey*at a time when it Is most ubun- 
dant. The beea that are out in the 
field will likewise return to their old 
stand and enter the new liive along 
with the others.

It will be worth while to save the 
young bees, which can be done by set­ 
ting aside the hive until they hatch, 
then emptying the in also in front of 
the colony. All of them will hatch In

The honey can 
he saved later or a part of it can be 
cut out at the time. Also a few of 
the better combs, the ones that do not 
contain queen cells, may be trans­ 
ferred to the new hive along with the 
beea. 
No Inclination to Swarm. 
Boss handled ln this way will have 
little inclination to swarm if room Is 
given them by adding a super as soon 
as they need It. Of course, if the de­ 
sire is to increase the number of colo­ 
nies, a part of the l>ees would be left 
on the combs. In either Instance, the 
beekeeper eliminates the uncertain­ 
ty of losing a swarm.

They discovered other Interesting in­ 
formation about manure. 
Light ap­ 
plications usually give larger returns 
from a ton of manure than do heavy 
applications. Where the supply of ma­ 
nure Is limited It is better practice to 
; make several light applications than 
; a few heavy ones. Manure hauled di­ 
rectly to the field and spread gave bet­ 
ter results than where hauled out and 
allowed to rot In plies. 
Manure ap­ 
plied to soli that lias been limed, gave 
larger returns than on unlimed land. 
The addition of phosphorus also In­ 
creased the efficiency of manure.

We mailed a letter 
with a card addressed to us, which read in part, ‘Shall we sell for 
strictly cash? 
Shall we sell for thirty days? Shall we tsmain open 
after six o’clock in the summer?' and other suggestions. 
Here la 
the result: 
Thirty per cent voted strictly cash; seventy per cent 
voted thirty days, and ninety-eight per cent voted to close our store 
at six o’clock. 
This was in May of this year, and up to date not 
a person has found fault with the change. 
If they do say anything, 
we simply tell them the people wanted it and it should have what 
they want. 
We had, for these many years, carried people for eix 
months to a year, but now we are getting almost cash, and see hew 
easy it is.“ 
In the next article Mr. Andersen tells how he got business, even 
though he is surrounded by cities and bigger towns—the very tiling 
all merchants want to know.

Eight 
million 
dollars 
the White 
House has cost us, so far, including 
cost of the building and outlays for 
care, repairs, and occasional refurn­ 
ishing, for, as we are told, the White 
House “has had to be refurnished by 
every President who has occupied it”. 
This, according to an article by Hom­ 
er Kingsley in Trade Winds, is “be­ 
cause of the great wear that is giv­ 
en to^the carpets, hangings, linen and 
other necessities, by the 
public 
re­ 
ceptions, diplomatic 
functions 
and 
the daily sightseers that pass through 
the rooms by the hundreds”. Mean­ 
while, furnishings are always becom­ 
ing obsolete and “the new mistresses 
of the White House have ordered new 
decorations 
to harmonize 
with the 
new furniture:” So Mr. Kingsley tells 
us: 
A decade followed decade, it is not 
to be wondered at that large sums 
have been appropriated for the White 
House. 
The nation’s eyes 
are con­ 
stantly fixed upon it; is is the Mec­ 
ca for many pilgrimages to the real 
seat of the National Government. It 
i Is right and proper that the 
chief 
house of the 
nation 
appear to the 
best advantage. 
And altho the sums 
spent appear large 
as 
totals, 
the 
White House has not always looked 
as well as it should any more 
than 
some 
of 
the 
embassies in foreign 
lands. 
A republic is notably lax in 
such m atters. 
The first appropriation made 
by 
Congress for the^ White House was 
included in a general appropriation 
of $200,000 for the construction 
of 
public buildings, at the site of the 
new national capital called the 
city 
of Washington, whose site had been 
selected by the first President, George 
Washington. Part of the sum was to 
be used for the construction and fur­ 
nishing of an adequate residence for 
the nation’s chief m agistrate. 
This 
appropriation 
was 
not made until 
some time in 1796, altho the site for 
the future capital of the country had 
been selected as early as 1790. 
This early White House was 
far 
from being a pretentious affair. Nor 
were the grounds at all what 
they 
have since become, in spite of 
the 
fact that a great deal of money 
was 
spent on them 
from year to year 
The grounds, like the residence, had 
to have much work spent on them 
An interesting and 
rare old volame 
kept in the Treasury Department en­ 
titled: 
“Statement of the Appropri­ 
ations and Expenditures from 
the 
National Treasury for Public and Pri 
vate Purposes ,from July 16, 1790 *to 
June 30, 1876”, gives repairs for the 
grounds for that early period to the 
amount of $552,021.32. 
Then 
there 
is still another item, “Improvement 
of grounds”, $269,071.27, 
making 
total of 
$821,092.59. 
This included 
the sum of $4420 spent in 1861 
for 
the bringing of Potomac water over 
to the grounds for irrigation 
pur 
poses. This was considered a remark 
able improvement at that time. 
As Mr. Kingsley reminds us: 
In 1814 the British visited 
Wash 
ington and burned nearly all the gov 
em m ent 
buildings, 
including 
the 
White House, from which 
President 
Madison had fled only a few hours 
previous to their arrival. The fire did 
not whollly destroy the mansion, but 
left it in such a state that it 
was 
deemed wise 
to 
practically 
recon 
struct it from cellar to attic. Some of 
the walls were found to be in 
good 
shape and thus it was rebuilt virtu 
ally according to the 
original plans 
in fact the architect of the first build­ 
ing was in charge of the rebuilding. 
The 
rebuilding 
required 
several 
years. 
In 1820 the 
commissioners 
made a report in which they stated 
they had expended $246,490 on 
the 
new building, and that it was far 
from complete, as it was not possible 
to furnish the inside. 
The report of 
the commissioners showed the follow­ 
ing expenditures on the White House: 
From the beginning to January 1, 
1820: 
Erecting the President’s

These bills did not “set” very well 
with some of the members of Con­ 
gress and when other appropriations 
were asked for, either for refurnish 
ing or improvements, they were sub­ 
ject to bitter attacks. Statistics were 
used freely in order to prove that the 
White House was to lavishly furn­ 
ished. 
During the “log-cabin” cam­ 
paign in 1840, by which time tho total 
sums already 
spent 
rtf the 
White 
House had reached more than $1,500,- 
000, a Mr. Ogle from Pennsylvania, a 
member 
of 
Congress, 
spoke with 
great bitterness. 
Said he: 
“I put it to you, sir, and to 
free 
citizens of this country, whose serv­ 
ant the President is, to say whether 
in addition to the large sum of $100, 
000 which he is entitled to receive for 
a single term of four yeas«, they are 
disposed to maintain for his private 
accommodation a royal establishment 
at the cost of the nation? 
Will they 
feel longer inclined to support 
their 
chief servant in a palace as splendid 
as that of the Caesars, and as richly 
adorned as the proudest Asiatic man 
sion?” 
This attack was called forth largely 
by the fact that the then President 
M artin Van Buren had requested that 
the Executive Mansion be almost com 
pletely refurnished. 
A total of $88, 
728.58 was expended on the 
White 
House during his Administration. The 
speech, however, was largely instru 
mental in defeating him for re-elec 
tion. 
Pausing here to figure out 
the to 
tal expenditures by periods since the 
early days, Mrs. Kingsley arrives 
the following conclusions:

These figures do not take into ac­ 
count the salaries paid the architect 
and other officials, but do take into 
account the wages paid laborers and 
skilled mechanics actually doing the 
work. 
From the day that the White House 
was completed 
and ready for occu­ 
pancy Congress began appropriating 
annually large sums for its mainten­ 
ance. 
Sometimes the house needed 
refurnishing and sometimes the then 
occupant felt that it did not suit his 
large or small family, 
as the 
case 
happened to be. 
One and all simply 
asked Congress for the 
money 
to 
refurnish it in accordance to his own 
special 
tastes. 
Practically 
every 
President who has occupied the house 
has purchased new tableware, china 
silver and 
cutglass.

these often ran rather high, or

Each has added something 
permanent to the structure, altho the 
furniture is continually changing, as 
gradually the very walls themselves 
must change, and the floors and all, 
because such things wear out. 
This house of gleaming white, em­

office, a private dwelling, a mecca for 
sightseers, and a place where diplo­ 
mats are entertained.

The condition of the White House 
after all these years of hard service 
will demand further expenditures, if 
not in 1925, then later.
